Representative Boutwell to-day made & report
from the Commiitee on Reconstruction, signed
by himself sud Representative Washburne, of
Illinois, In which they state thet the colored
people are undoubredly loyal, and one-half of
the white people disloyal. Hast Tennessee is
strongly loyul, and Middle and Western Ten-
nessee disloyal. There are about 120,000 white
males of the voling age, and 80,000 colored of
the voting age—in all 200,000, The proposition
of the Commiitee heretolore raported places the
Btate Government mn the hands of about 60,000,
or three-tenths of the adult populstion, to the
exclusion of eeven-tentha.

Representatives Doutwell and Washhuroe
think it betier to give the elective franchise to
all loym men In order that the Government may
be permanently maintained; therefors, they
propose an amendment to the proposition by
aflixing another condition for the ndmission of
Tennessee, namely, thnt in conferring the elec:
tive tranchise no distinctlon shall be made as w
Tace or color,

CAPTURE OF THR VIOE RAD QENTRE OF IBELAND,

On yesterday the wovement ol the Feninn
Brotherheod recaived one of ite severest cheoks
in the arrest of Phirick J. MoDonnell, Viee Head
Centre of the Fenlnre in Ireland, and (he allaged
leader of the oonsmey in Ireland sioce the dis-
appearance of Bt hiens, The first clue received
by the police oi the {important pod
tiem beld by McDonnell was obtained
some months eince im  the discovery, by
the Custom Iouse ollicers, of a box contain-
ing arms m the goods store of the Civy of Dublin
Steam Company, North Wall, and addrassed to
MecDonnell to a tope factory, where he did busi.
negs, at New Row Weet, From the inguiries then
got on footl it was tound that Patrick J, was high
up in the councils of *the Brotherhood," and
wae only second to Stephens hirmself in uutl'mnty
in this country. He bhad been conductor of an-
other rope establishment in South Earl street
belore he took charge of the New Row West;
but it appears thar u'ter tke discovery of the
box of arms he felt it prudent, il not profitable,
to retire from his logitimate business, and tike
up that of Fenianism. Hecontinned to evade the
vﬁziianen of the police up to yesterday morning,
und the news of his capture was heard by the

The General, n man of extraordipary stature,
will be remewmbered as hoving spent o good deal
of time spbout Cork snd Quernstown aiter his
arrival from America, ubout tour months since,
ARCHBISHOP CULLEN AGAIN DENOUNCING THE

CEDER,

The following pastoral from Archbishop Cullen
was read in the Dublin churches on the 18th:—

This Brotherhood or Society, #o far from pro-
moting the interests of the country, only tends
to sgeravate ite evily, checking business, in-
crepsing poverty, playing into the hands of
Orangeinen, a8 appeurs from the rejolcings of
their press, and giving strength to all pur ene-
mice. In America some Head Centres and leaders
ol Penianism, ennched by taxes levied on the
simplicity and good faith of our eountrymen,
have been raised to a position in whieh they
can live eplendidly, and surround themselves
with the state and pomp of & moek court, But
how dilferent the core in Ireland ! Here those
who have left themselves be duped by ngents of
the Brotherhood have been lett without employ-
meat, nnd many ol them reduced to the greatest
difficulties, nnd even to n stute of destitution,
Buoyed wp for a while with foolish hopes and
inllacious promises, they been held as mere too's
o exeile & populur leeling in lavor of the or-
ganization in America, persunding onr poor
counirymen that groat events, wonderiul revo-
lutionary moyvements wore impending in Ireland,
and thus induecing them W0 part more freely
with their money, While the Head Centros were
thus enriched In Amerien, thelr unhappy neents
in Ireland, having become the victhns ot apies
aud Informers, were brought before the public
tribunals, and condomned to drag out & misers-
ble existence amongst felons, in ull the horrors
of penal servitude, The moral effects of Foui-
aniem have been ot deplorable. Like Rab-
bonismn and other secrel assoclations 1t s
conneeted with druookenness, and it 18 recorded
by the public press that some of the lewdors,
while incbriated, lost papers whieh betrnyea
thelr secrets, und lah them at the mercy ol the
polee, Had not Feuniunism been checked in f1s
destructive career, iv would have deluged the
country with infidelite; und, imitating Voltaire
and his lwmpions followers, 1t would nave. pre-
pured the minds of tpe people for the barbarons
scencs which were cnacted In Frauce in the last
century,

The schools are of two grades, one for the recao-
then and tultion of chlldren betweon the ages
of four to eight years, aud the otherembracing
those trom eight lo sixteen years. For conve-
nience, the foimer class hinve been distributed
it the various orphans’ homes npnd asyloms

throughout the State, and they are clothed and ,

waintiined there al the expenge of the Com-
monwealth. Orphans of the socond class are
located in special bulldings, with grounds ai-
tached, in various parts of the Btate, and they
are under the charge of teachiers appolnted for
that servioe,

The plan adopted secures the best instruction
for the wlpils which they are cupable of recelv-
ing, with physieal exercise and moral and reli-
gious educatlion. At the present time there are
about two thousand pupils in these schools, all
the children of goldiers who have not laft suffi-
clent means for the support and education of
their families, It is suppoeed that as the moans
of aecommodation Inerease the number of pupils
will rench three thousand, which i1 estimated
will be the highest number that will be attsined.
As the plan contermaplutes the binding out of the
soholars at the age of mxteen years, the aggre-
gate of pupils will soon decronse, so thut by the
year 1884 the schools will be closed, and the
frust will be fully discharsed, The last appro-
pristion, which was expended, or nearly so, on
the 1st of Jaunary, 1866, was $103, 81794, For

be eufliclent, not only 1o piy the expenses of the
gchool, but to admimater partial relief in cases
where the orphaps \.\ll‘ remuain with their
mothers or friends, and receive the advantagos
of home education,

DesTRUCTIVE FIRE AT A WOOLLEN AND
Corrox Facromy Tumis MomNinG.—At an early
hour thie morning, « fire occurred at the fac-
tory of S8mith & Ivison, in Twenty-fourth street,
sbove Green sireet. The factory 18 situsted on
the west side of Twenty-fourth street, and was
uged for the purpose of printing and finishing
woollen snd eotton goods, The main building is
a fourstory brick edifice, to which is attached,
on the north side, a cuestory trame struclure
The property is owned by Mr. Christian Sri\'i-r,
rin-
cipal of whom were Messra, Smith & Ivison,
The frume shed was occupied by Kluff & Waldeu,
dyers, Thigs shed was used for storing drogs and
other material used 1n dyeing goods, and one por-
tion ol it constituled an apartmeut lor bleaching
yarn,

The fire originated In the bleaching establish-
ment, and the outer shed and its contents were
totally destroved. The fire made its way throuzh
the second, third, and fourth stories of the main
er brick building, burning all the wood-work
through to the roof, greatly damaging the in-
terior, The lower story escaped the ravages of
the fire, but was considerably injured by water,
The boilers of the establishment were located in
the first story, Smith & lvison used the second
story of the maiu building for drying machines,
and the third and fourth floors were used by
Kinff & Walden for drying varn by steam.
There was o damage of sbout $1000 to the foar-
gtory building, Bmith & Ivicon's loss will reach
about $2000, and that of Kluf' & Walden about
£1000, makiog a total loss of about $4000, woich
I8, 1t is thovght, fully insured in the Eqnitable,
Mutunl, Girard, and other insurance companics.
